Considering the silver dollar is 
monetized at $1.293 an ounce for 
silver, or otherwise stated, at the 
official government price for sil- 
ver a cartwheel is worth exactly 
one dollar in silver bullion content; 
it is axiomatic, the public is thus 
in effect paying a 50 per cent 
premium over the pegged govern- 
ment price or $1.49 per ounce of 
silver. 

To the apologists of cheap silver 
at any and all cost, these simple 
economic facts may come as a sur- 
prise, and no doubt are labeled 
“hoarding craze” or even less flat- 
tering epithets. These frail theoris 
were once again dispelled last 
week when American Metals Mar- 
ket, “the only daily newspaper of 
the metal industries” reported 
that silver bars “bring $2 to $3 
per ounce” at the New York Coin 
show held at the Henri Hudson 
Hotel some two weeks ago. 

Reported A.M.M.: ‘Miniature 
silver bars weighing about three 
to seven ounces were being sold at 
the three-day New York Coin 
Show in the Henry Hudson Hotel 
at a retail price of about $3 per 
ounce and to distributors at about 
$2 per ounce. Out West the mini- 
ature bars fetch about $1.50 per 
ounce, The going market price for 
silver is $1.2929 or a shade higher. 

“The hars were termed ‘numis- 
matic items’ but some collectors 
and dealers were not particularly 
pleased at their introduction for 
real coin collectors. Sales of the

More convincing even than coin 
collectors’ attitudes are the prices 
fetched by silver on the New York 
silver futures market, where spec- 
ulators are actually paying $1.37 
an ounce for silver deliverable one 
year hence; this in the face of con- 
vertibility of silver certificates for 
Treasury bullion at $1.293 an 
ounce

More recently, Senator Wallace 
F. Bennett -R of Utah uttered ser- 
ious concern over the dwindling 
U.S. Treasury silver reserves and 
termed the heavy withdrawals as 
“raids”. Senator Bennett has al- 
ways submitted these “raids” con- 
stitute in effect indiscriminate 
liquidation of a valuable national 
asset, an opinion easily substan- 
tiated by recent disastrous dev- 
elopments in the silver situation. 


Senator Bennett’s views on the 
silver question have been proven 
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of considerable validity; it was he 
who stated on April 29, 1963 be- 
fore the Senate Committee on 
Banking and Currency, during the 


Silver Purchase Act repeal hear- . 


ings (H.R. 5389): “if we adopt this 
bill in the form it passed the 
House, we are going to be back 
here in a few years saying that in- 
dustry has drawn so heavily by 
surrendering its $1 silver certifi- 
cates that you have got to have 
additional help to protect this 
needed silver for coinage.’ 


the silver market would stabilize 
at $1.20, and that Treasury silver 
reserves would be adequate for 15 
or 20 years—these allegations 
have since been disproved. 


Recent developments prompted 
Senator Bennett to say: ‘during 
the past year, the U.S. Treasury 
stock of silver has been depleted 
by over 250 million ounces. The 
depletion during the last few 
months has been at a much high- 
er rate. 


“In fact, if today were an aver- 
age day, our stockpile of silver 
would have dropped between one 
and two million ounces. 


“This is literally a raid, legal 
though it may be, on Treasury sil- 
ver. Yet, the Treasury is unable 
under present conditions to stop it. 

“Tt is a raid because the price 
($1.2929 per ounce) being paid 
for silver is significantly below 
What it would be if the free mar- 
ket forces of supply and demand 
were allowed to determine prices. 


“The Treasury is unable to put 
a stop to the raid because to do so 
in the absence of prior action to 
protect our coinage would leave us 
stranded without coins with which 
to transact business. 


“The Utah Senator, who is the 
ranking Republican on the Senate 
Banking and currency Committee, 
pointed out that in 1963 the U.S. 
produced only one-sixth of its. sil- 
ver needs and had a domestie de- 
ficit of 181 million ounces.

This imbalance creates a critical ‘problem for the United States 
because of the high silver content in U. 8S. coins, coupled with increas- 


ing industrial uses. 


Compounding the problem is the continuing depletion of the US. 
Treasury’s silver reserves, and a coin shortage aggravated by hoard- 
ing. (Note: In October redemption “sales” by the Treasury were 
about 44,000,000 ozs. and coinage took about 22,000,000 ozs. This plus 
more recent outflow reduced the U. S. monetary reserve backing cer- 


tificates to about 1.2 billion ozs.

On gold coins, it is not unusual " 
to find soldered spots on the 


coins, as these coins have been 
and are very popular for culf 
links, stick pins, bracelets, etc. In

piece, normally ruining its numis- 
matic value. However, in many 
cases this solder can be removed 
leaving little or no-trace. 

Gold is a metal that will with- 
stand many strong acids. In fact, 
people who buy “old rings and 
watches etc. for the gold “content 
sometimes use acids to get the 
gold away from the metal. By put- 
ting a ring in acid | for instance, 
the acid will eat up. the metal, 
leaving only the gold. This idea 
will also work to remove the sol- 
der on gold. Sulphuric or hydro- 
cloric acid may be used. Hither of 
these acids will disolve the solder 
and leave the gold unharmed. Use 
as dilute a solution as possible for 
the job. 

Nowadays, holder rings are 
available in solid gold, silver, or

made. These rings are easy to — 


open for insertion or removal of 
coins which makes the soldering 
unnecessary. Usually if the coin 
has been soldered with a silver 
solder, this type is much harder 


to remove by the acid method; 


however, most coins that were 
soldered several years ago were 
soldered with lead or zinc. 

As I see the hobby of collection 
coins, it is one of the most grati- 
fying hobbies known to man.

You 
remove tarnish by cleaning coins. 
Anytime any one of these things 
begins to happen to your coins, 
they must be cleaned. How could 
this not help numismatics. If our 
coliectors can be taught how this 
can be done without damaging 
their coins, then why would this 
not be a benefit?

In most cases if a coin is proper- 
ly cleaned of its corrosion, placed 
in some type of holder sther than 
paper, kept in a dry place and out 
of the sunlight, it will stay just 
the way you leave it for years to 
come. Of course handling coins 
taking them in and out, finger 
printing them and so on requires 
reprocessing from time to time. 
I have been asked the question, 
‘fs the bank vault a good place to 
store coins?” One thing for sure’ 
this is the safest place, and if it 
is a very valuable collection, its

any circumstances. However, as 


for the proper place to store coins - 


would depend on the different 


changes of temperature which - 
causes sweating, the particular - 
climate you may be in, and to - 


what exposure the bank boxes 
may have to humidity. These are 
some of the reasons your coins 
may corrode. 

T would advise you to look at 
your coins ever so often for signs 
of corrosion. If vou catch this in 
time, no harm will be done as com- 
pared to an automobile that mav 
have began to rust. If you catch 
it in time, you can head it off. 

On some of the older proof sets, 
I have noticed the nickels and 
cents tend to corrode faster than 
the other coins. The cents are 2 
little harder to process. against 
corroding than nickels, but it can 
be done very effectively.

—The new coinage system 
must be such that it will 
not need to be changed in 
the foreseeable future. 
—The transition must be 
completed rapidly. 


“Senator Bennett said it 
is desirable to keep some 
silver content in our coins. 
He said there would be ‘an 
adverse psycological reac- 
tion to complete abandon- 
ment of previous metal in 
our coinage system’ and 
that ‘silver has a stabiliz- 
ing effect.’ 


“He emphasized that sil- 
ver content would be a bar 
to counterfeiting of coins. 
Senator Bennett stressed 
that early action is man- 
datory. He warned over a 
year ago that the Trea- 
sury had at the most only 
two or three years to act.”

Profit wise, thinking in 
these terms, only the rare 
dates may be sold for a 
few dollars after restoring 
the dates. In order to re- 
store the date it is neces- 
sary to etch the coin. The 
theory is you put a drop 
of restoring acid on the 
date area, the acid etches 
the softer metal faster 


than where the date is 
stamped, this leaving the 
date where it can easily 
be read. 

In the area where the 
acid has etched, a spot is 
left on the coin. I have 
been asked many times if 
this could be done without 
leaving the spot. The an- 
swer is no. Anytime acid 
etches metal it must leave 
a spot; however, to make 
the coin look uniform, you 
may etch the entire coin 
instead of only the date 
area, leaving the coin

Coin dip usually is made 
up with a chemical which 
will very quickly etch your 
coin if you leave it in the 
solution too long, but will 
definitely not hurt your 
coin if you follow instruc- 
tions. The most common 
way to dip coins is by hold- 
ing the coin by the rim 
with your thumb and fore- 


finger. Even though the 


dips will etch your coin 
faster than other types of 
cleaners, it will not hurt 
your hands as much.

would suggest you get a 
rubber glove, or some de- 
vice made from plastic 
with which to dip your 
coins. as 

To remove the tiny black 
specks from coins as men- 
tioned above is not done 
by the dipping process, 
however, these specks 
commonly occur on these 
type coins. The only way 
I have found to do this ef- 
fectively is to dilute Nic- 
A-Lene 4 to one with water 
and soak the coin from 
one to five hours. Then 
dip a tooth pick in Nic-A- 
Lene and gently scrub out 
the speck if the speck has 
started to eat away the 
metal, a very minute de- 
pression will be left ‘but it 
will be unnoticable. 

In dipping proof and 
une. coins, your coin must 
be proof or unc. for this 
solution to do any good. 
If you are trying to dip a 
circulated coin, you will 
not find your dips much 
help. . 

Sometimes you will find

black. Upon dipping this 
coin you will find that it 
immediately comes back to 
its old self. Usually, there 
is not much doubt in any- 
one’s mind the difference 
between a proof or. other- 
wise, even if the coin is 
dark; however, if you have 
a doubt, get the opinion of 
your local coin club offi- 
cials or your local deal- 
er. 

Here’s a thought: One 
of the factors that most 
affects the value oi a proot 
piece is the presence or ab- 
sence of “hairlines”’ or 
minute surface scratches. 
These hairlines will not 
show on a deeply toned 
coin. Some dealers will go 
as’ far as: to ;“amoKe: 
scratched proofS over a 
sulphur fire in order to 
cover these hairlines and 
then 
telling the collector what 
a sin it is to clean the coin 
after purchase. 

The point I am trying to 
make is that in dipping 
coins, you can bring out 
any lusture that may be 
hidden by tarnish, but you 
can’t put lustre on a coin 
that’s not there in the first 
place by dipping. 

How to Detect Damaged 
Coins - 

Some collectors I have 
come into contact with 
seem to have the opinion 
that the cleaning of coins 
serves as a cover-up for 
the purpose of making un- 
circulated coins from cir- 
culated. This is not true. 
On the contrary, just the 
opposite is. Most coin 
cleaners will actually clean 


- all the dirt and corrosion 


out of the nicks and 
scratches and make them 
easier to detect as circu-

You will find many coins 
that are covered up with 
dirt and corrosion from 
ordinary exposure to the 
elements. To try and de- 
tect a good coin from pit-

fier you can sometimes 


tell. 
digs, scratches, but most 
of all, pit marks. 

Its very exciting to find 
some old coins in grand- 
father’s attic, but very dis- 
couraging to find they 
have corroded badly. But 
I have seen many happy 
faces when it is found 
their coins would clean up 


beautifully. lam also sure, 


many people will agree 
circumstances such as 
these have introduced coin 
collecting to new collec- 
tors. In this way as well 
as many others, we have 
new people taking up our 
hobby of which I think has 
done much to help people 
find a hobby they sincere- 
ly enjoy.

HIS week saw a gradual de- 

celeration of the general slump 
which hit the market several 
- weeks ago. There appeared to be 
some slight signs of attempted re- 
covery among select issues, but 
on an overall basis, the market 
is still reaching for a bottom and 
is not there yet. 

Lincoln cents saw some quiet 
buying with a Coin World article 

- on the small date Philadelphia is- 
sue sparking a tremendous boom 
of interest in that issue. The bid 
on this scarce roll jumped $25 
pointing up the truth of the arti- 
cle that the small date P is in- 
deed not held anywhere in quan- 
tity. Elsewhere in the cents, de- 
clines outnumbered advances two 
to one but the point remains that 
seven 
this was one half of the advanc- 
es for the entire market. 
_ Jefferson nickels were com- 
paratively inactive when rated 
against last week’s selloff. Inter- 
est in the 1950-D caused that the 
king to move up twenty dollars, 
recovering some of its $90 loss of 
the preceding week.

All other loss- 
es were one digit. 

It appears that many of the 
late date rolls of silver are slow- 
ly moving back to face value. 


This has been particularly evident 


in the dimes and halves during 
recent weeks. In the quarters, the 
big losers are the middle dates 
of the early and late fifties. 
Morgan and Peace dollars have 
been completely quiet with few 
transactions or price changes 
noted. In the Morgan series, the 
land of the rich rolls, the largest 
change was a five dollar decline 
by the 1903-0. As a matter of 
fact, only the P’s and the O’s are 
changing price these days. How- 
ever, with the knowledge out of 
the hoards of CC’s in the Treas- 
ury, we would imagine that Treas- 
ury action could spark some rath- 


er monstrous price moves in one 
direction or another. 

Proof sets are “cracking the 
whip” price wise with the late 
date sets continuing their grad- 
ual decline and the early sets 
jumping back up to their previous 
prices whenever several! of a date 
are bid for. It is obvious just how 
thin the market is for the pre 
1950 sets when one purchaser de- 
siring several sets can move the 
price as much as ten per cent in 
a day’s time. But the later sets 
such as the 1956 to date are suf- 
fering from severe lethargy and 
with no 1965 U. S. sets to stir 
them, may be in for a long sleep. 

Circulated coinage is going 
through a slow selloff. This week, 
there was a general adjustment 
in the Washington quarters and 
Franklin half dollars continued 
their slow reduction.

The Market Opinion 

One thing we have noticed over 
the past several weeks, sort of 
out of the corner of the eye, so 
to speak, is the rise in price of 
gold yet another notch. As many 
of you may remember, the stand- 
ard gold content coin, the double 
eagle, was selling in the low 
forties only a few years ago. Only 
a matter of months ago, the 
standard dealer wholesale on a 
B.U. St. Gaudens or Liberty 
double eagle was $46. But in the 
past several weeks, we have seen 
more and more bids creeping up 
to the $48 level. It appears that 
you now have to have some real 
good connections to purchase 
these hard-to-get coins for less 
than $47.50. 

The question of the value of a 
double eagle is, of course, tied to- 
gether with the value of silver 
and the value of the U. S. dollar. 
There are those who persist in 
saying that the U. S. government 
will be forced to devalue the dol- 
lar in the near future. If this 
comes to pass, the double eagle 
will jump over night to a value 
of about $80. And there is one™ 
thing about gold that you can’t 
say about rolls of current date 
junk. It never goes down. True, 
the gains have been gradual over 
the past several years, but gold 
is certainly alwavs going to be 
of value and the U. S. eagles and 
double eagles will always retain 
their value as both bearers of the 
precious metal and as beautiful 
examples of our coinage.
